This resnlt scems full of enconragement, for
it has been accomplished under many adverse
circmmstanees. For example, there has been
a deficiency in the down freight of $71,393 29,
cléarly sttributable to the combined effects of a
short crop and the break-down at the Waterece
Swamp. From this latter cause alone, there
was a loss of revenue, as compared with last
year, of 826,769 72-100, for the months of Oc-
tober and November, and an iucreased expen-
ditare for repairs, of 85,236 10-100. It seems,
therefore, not unremsonable to infer, as there
was an inerease during the same period of 881,
710 38 over last year, in the up freight and
passage, that had it not been for the adverse
circumstances alluded to, the income for the
vear would have reached $1,000,-000, and
without any material addition to the expense of
management.

Early in March last a call was made upon
the Stockholders for 825 per Share on their
stock, payable by instalments, with interest at
the rate of 6 per cent. allowed for payments
made in advance.

It will be seen by reference to the Auditor’s
sta¥ément, carked B, that there had heen re-
ceived, up to the31st Dec. 1850..8611,316 55
much of it in advanee, leaving to come in
$358,933 45 on account of the last two, and
for arrearages on previous instalments.

It will he observed that the Bonds Payable
account for 7 _per cent Bonds, predicated on
Cagyen Branch Stock, is $159,000, against
$141,000 last year. The inerease arises from
the issue made in January, 1850, of 827,000
of these Bonds, of which $9,000 have since
been paid, leaving the addition of 818,000, as
indicated hy the account.

The Bills Payable account, was also in-
creased in January of last year, from 8244310
87 to 8264,801 71; but that account has since
been extinguished, and the Compauny have no
note or debt that is due outstanding.

The Auditor’s Statement, marked D, shows
tha receipts and expenditares of the Company
for the year. It will be scen that the Chmpany
have paid for iron, for relaying the Road $277,-
33524. :

This is for the 5000 tons previously ordered,
(and for 1500 tons ordered since to complete
the Road, all of wich has been received.

Fifty-eight and a hali mlles of old road have
been relaid with new iron, within the past year,
at a cost of $46,790.49 for lubor and timber,
leaving 39 miles, (exclusive, of five and two-
thirds at the Inclined Plane) on the Hamburg
branch (above Branchville to be finished after
the 1st of Jaouary, 1851, besides 10 miles ol
a heavier, rail, the relaying of which may be
deferred until a later period. :

As the condition of the road, and the in-
creased nomber and weight of the traius pass-
ing over it, seemed abblutely to demand the
immediate reconstruction. with the new and
heavy rails that had been ordered, all the neces-
sary. preparations bad been made to accom-
plish it by the st of last month; hut unfortu-
nately the shipmenta of the iron were delayed
in the early part of the year in England, and
subsequently, when orders were given lor its
immediate shipment, great diflicultics and de-
lays.were encountered in obtiining vessels to
gend it forward; the conseqence was that it did
not arrive in sufficient quantities to furnish em-
ployment to the hands, antil just before the
time when circumstances oceurred to make it
necessary to transfer the furce to the Waterce
Swamp.

The work is again progressing, however,
with spirit, and the remaining 39 miles will be
new ironed by lst April, or wery soon witer
wards.

The motive power of the road has been in-
creased within the year, Ly the addition of 5
new Locomotives, (3 for passengers, and 2 for
freight;) by 5 passenger, 1 baggage, and 387 4
freight cars.

The Locomotives are lighter than those
heretofore used; of superior construetion, and
in every way admirably adapted to the road.
They cost 87,500 each, and with charges ad.
ded amount to 838,668 59. o

The passenger and baggage cars have given

amounting together, with charges, to $12,548-
36-100.

The freight cars were delivered mostly un-
der previous contraets; those from Hacker and
Co. are superior to any others on the road.
The property in Car Account, stands charged
in the statement ref2rred to, with 100 freight
cars; this was the number paid for, but 137
only were received within the past year, as
previously stated.

The freight and passenger depots, which,
when we last met were already far advanced,
have since been finished, according to the
originul plans. There has been paid within
the pust year, on account of the depots and
tixtures, including $2,000 for a house and lot
purchased adjoining on the east, the sum of
$17,995 73; and there is an unadjosted bal-
ance dae to the Contractors, of about $9,500;
and the brirk, amounting to about one million
and a hal, which was furnished by the Com-
pany, and has not yet been charged up.

The total cost of depots, and lands, after
crediting the acconnt with $15,000, less bro-
ker's commissions for a house and lot at the
corner of King and Johu-streets, sold, will be
from 120,900 to 8125,000.

Early in July last, a contract was made with
a Lighly responsible and efficient Company for
grading the Ist, 2d, 3d_and 4th sections of &

Tle report of the Geueral Superintendent of
the roud is herewith submitted. It sets forth
the condition of the road, with the character
and extent of repairs dove upon it, aud toe
cost of keeping itup The principal item in
the repairs for the Camdengbranch, it will he
cevn, is for re-building the road across the
Wateree Swamp. The tressel work over that
swamp gave way early in October last, while
an engine and train of 12 cars, loaded with
cotton, were passing over it; and as the caps or
crossties, resting upon the piles, and support-
ing the frume work above, some 10 feet in
height, were not fastened to the piles cither by
dowell pin, tenon, or otherwise, the whule su-
perstructure, when it commenced fulling, fell
to the abutment of the biidge at the river, o
distance of 3 1-4 miles.

The force engaged in relaying the road on
the Hamburg branch, had just then for the
first time received a sufficiency of iron to keep
them in full employment, and were progross
ing rapidly inlaving it down, with the view of
finishing the whole road hy the first of January,
1851, us first contemplated. When the break.
down in the Wateree Swamp took place, the
Company had no_alternative but to abandon
this imnportant work for a time, and devote the
whole foree to the recoustruction of the road
over the swamp, while the waters were low.
By extraordinary exertions on the part ol the
superintendents, earpenters and men, the road
was re-built and open for passengers in little
over six weeks from the date of the nceident;
and in less than two months the freight trains
were passing overit. The cost to the Com-
pany, in Labor, materials, and provisions, in re.
building the road, was $5.236 10. But the
chiei luss has been. as before stated, iu the
revenue, nnd iv: the loss of the profituble use
of two engines, and some tweuty-six freight.
ing cars, in the Waterce Swamp, and on the
Camden side; but more than all in the delay in
relaying the Hamburg branch.

It will be scen from these:fbles, that while
the receipts for the first six 8 of the past
yenr were short 61,852, bales, 3 freceipts for
the six months ending SInthg%Iber, 1850,
show an increase over the corresponding months
of the previous year, of 6,591 bales, making
the total decrease in the year 55,061 bales.
Besides the usual enrrent business of the road
the motive power of the Company has been se-
verely taxed, .especially in the last six montns,
in transporting large quantities of iron for oth-
er companies, hesides the iron and timber fur its
own road, and brick and Tamber for its own
workshops and other purposes. For the lust
six months employment has been furnished con-
stantly, for at least three engines and sixty.cars
for these purposes alone, and comparatively lit
tle compensation for the transportation for oth-
er Companies, while that done .for our own
urposes ndds -materially to the expense, but
nothing of coute d: the revenue! <~ 1 .
Presuming upon' & continued increase of bu-
siness for the ensuing seasou, four freight and
two light passenger englues, and two pussenger
and baggage cars each, have been ordered.—
